~DICKSON’S NOTORIETY. 


HIS ATTEMPT TO TAMPER WITH 
THE DISTRICT GRAND JURY. 


Judge Wylie Directs that He be Arraigned for Con- 
tempt—The First Star Route Jury Case Up—A 
Letter from Ingersoii on the Governmeni’s 
Method of Prosecution—Etc., Etc. 


Wasuixeton, October 31.—The grand jury 
came into court to-day and placed in the 
hands of Judge Wylie a note addressed to 


that body by William: Dickson, asking an 


investigation of his’ charge, and that sBowén 
offered to pay him $25,000 for his vote as a 
member of the star route jury. Judge 
Wylie read the paper and said sharply that 
it was a highly improper paper, and that the 
grand jury should take‘no notice of it. He 
then directed the clerk to file it in open 


court, and aruleto issue to Dickson to show | 


cause why he should not be puhished for 


contempt. The rule is returnable to morrow 
morning. The first of the star route jury bri- 
bery cases, that against@rthur Payne, colored, 
came up in the police court at.noon- The de- 
fendant pleaded not guilty, and the case went 
to trial. Juror Wm. K. Brown was he first 
witness, and was examined at leng ith 
regard to Payne’s alleged attempt to dupe 
him. He admitted that on October 12th he 
made affidavit relating thereto, which is 
known as the Ingersoll affidavit, but denied 
that Fall’s name was mentioned init. When 
the document was exhibited to him contain- 
ing Fall’s name in  an_ interlineation, 
be ,_ said he thought it~ had 
been inserted after he swore to the 
affidavit, which was in Colonel Ingersoll’s 
handwriting. Seme other parts of the affi- 
devit, were (he admitted) untrue, At the re- 

est of the defense, the further examina- 
tion of Brown was continued until to-mor- 

w, in order to allow them to obtain the 
subpcena on the attorney-general and the affi- 
davits-collectea by re gg Counsel Wells. The 
papers here will publish to-morrow morning 
an interview with Robert G. Ingersoll, in 
reply to the statements made inthe 
report of Governor Wells made to the 
department of justice on the alleged attempts 
to bribe the star-route jurors. The depart- 
ment of justice denies the truth of the’ pub- 
lished statements charging extravagance in 
the employment of special assistant attorneys 
and makes the following explanation: Under 
Attorney-General McVéeagh’s administration

That case.was taken from 
his charge by Attorney General Brewster, 
June 15, last, and turned over to District At- 
torney Corkhill. 
NEW STAR ROUTE SCANDALS, : 
WaAsHINGTON, October 31.—The star ronte 
scandals now seem likefy to break ont ina 
new place. According to the latest story, 
several of the officers .and-clerks of the de-

ciosed the fact that clerks were betraying the 

department’s secrets. The scandal involves 

some quite prominent officers of the depart- 
ment. 

Devens, the disbursing clerk of the depart- 
ment of justice, was removed a few days 
ago, and theannouncement was made that he 
was merely transferred to the post-office de- 
partment, a clerk from that department 
taking his place. It was explained to be a 
mere matter of exchange. The fact, however, 
is that Devens had been imparting the secrets 
of the department to the star route defense. 
When charged with this, Devens(who, by the 
way, is a nephew of the ex-attorney general) 
said. that he had acted on the sug- 
gestion of Mulliken, the chiefclerk. Mulli- 
kin, it is understood, has just received his 
walking papers. Gray, the pardon clerk, was 
implicated also in the supplying of information 
to the defense, and he is about to leave the 
department. Every step the department took, 
and everything it had in contemplation was 
known at once by the star-route défense. 
This explains the amount of knowledge the 
defense had of the employment of detectives 
by the government, and the dates of Fall’s 
employment and discharge, and the money 
paid to him and Taylor, and the movements 
of Bowen, and a good many other things giv- 
en tothe public, which could only have been 
learned from persons connected with the de 
partment. 


REPORT OF THE POSTMASTER GENERAL. 


The annual report of First Assistant Post- 
master General Hatton gives the number of 
postofiices in operation, June 30, 1882, as 46,- 
231, an increase of 1,719 during the year. Of 
these offices, 1,951 were filled by appointment 
by the president, knownas‘‘presidential” offices 
and the remainder, 44,280, were filled by ap- 
pointment by the postmaster general. The 
tree deliverv system was in operation during 


the year in 112 of the principle cities and em-’ 


ployed 3,115 carriers. The tegular appropria- 
tion for the service was $2,600,000 te which 
was added, by special appropriation, 
$25,000 to meet the anticipated deficiency, 
making a total appropriagion of $2,626,000 an 
increase of $125,000 over the previous vear. 
Tae total cost of the service was $2,625,262, 
leaving an unexpended balance of $1,737. 
The average cost per carrier was $735.75, a de- 
crease of $37.79. This decease was owing to 
the appointment of additional carriers (auxil- 
iaries) at $400 per annum. ‘The appropriation 
is insufficient to employ carriers at a higher 
salary. General Hatton recommends that the 
free delivery system be extended to towns 
within ashort distance of another, which 
have net singly the required quclifications of 
population or gross revenue entitling them 
to thisservice, but which have ir aggregate 
more than the required population or reven- 
ue. During this year the regular biennial 
adjustment of 2,012 presidential post masters’ 
salaries made an increase of $248, or 14 per 
cent. as compared with the previous adjust- 
ment. Returns from all parts. of the union 
showed a gratifying and general increase of 
business, and the sum necessary to pay the 
increased salaries of post masters, including 
the 335 special adjustments, amounts to $563,- 
400, or 18 14 per cent. more than last vear.

The Conservatives Reselve on Obstruction Tactige— 
Mr. Gladstene’s Defense of the Gevernment, ; 

Lonpon, October 31.—In the house of gom- 
mons this afternoon, Secretary Trevelyn/said 
there was no wide distress nor imojinent 
danger of a famine in western Irelagd. A 
meeting of the conservative party was held 
to-day, Sir Stafford Northcote presiding. He 


tions to the bitter end, and his suggestion was 
unanimously supported. In the debate on 
the cloture rules, Mr. Gibson, conservative, 
moved an amendment in favor of a two- 
thirds majority. He declared that 
impossible to indicate the sense of the house 
by abare majority. He pointed out that 
Mr. Giadstone had offered to make this con: 
cession before the course of business was 
interrupted last session by the Phenix park 
murders. Was, he asked. the freedom 
of the house io be killed by a great crime 
which gave Mr. Gladstone an excuse for with- 
drawing the concession. Mr. Gladstone stated 
that the government proposed the cloture 
solely because the business of the house could 
not proceed without it. Hesaid he was justi- 
fied in withdrawing the concession offered 
last session, as the opposition 
had shown sign of accepting 
offered to accept a two-

to prevent a waste of session. Believing 
that experience had shown such a majority to 
be impracticable, the government would rath- 
er abandon their plan than place the speaker 
in a position which would lay him open 
to a charge of _ partisanship.

The house must be the 
judge in regard to the transaction of its own 
usiness, but atwo-thirds majority would be 
a deterieration rdther than an emprovement.

A MOTHER’S DEED. 


Kills Her Three Children, and Then Comm)/*, Sul-

New York, October 31,—Mrs. 
thirty-six, wife of Dr. Edward C.~ 
noted specialist o7i diseases of the brain, shot 
and killed her three young children this af- 
ternoon, and then killed herself, at 41 west 
Twentieth street. There is no other: cause 
known for the tragedy than the insanity of 
the mother. 

Mrs. Seguin took the children to an empty 
room at the top of the house, in the absence 
of her husband, when the _ servants 
were engaged, and locked her- 
self in with them. The servants 
believed that she had gone out for a: walk. 
When DoctorJAmidown, Mrs. Sequin’s broth 
er, called, with his supivions aroused by the 
long absence of the family, and madea search 
of the house, and tound all dead, shot through 
the head. The children’s hands were tied be- 
hind their backs with whipcord. They were 
blindfolded with handkerchiefs, and they 
must have been shot while playing blind- 
man’s buff with their destroyer. They were 
quite cold. Three used pistols were found in 
the room, all of large calibre.

RICHMOND'S FESTIVITY. 


The Civic and Military Disvlay—The Opening of the 
state Fair. 


RicuMonpd, Va., October 31.—To-day was 
the industrial event of the year—the military, 
civic and trades parade.

THE DOCTOR REPLIES TO RECENT 
CRITICISM. 


The So-called Independent Candidate for Congress 
From the Seventh Georgia District Charges Dr. 
T. H. Baker with All Sorts of Ingratitude 
and other Sins—Som¢e Letters, Etc. 


NEAR CARTERSVILLE, Ga. October 30, 1882.—Editor 
Constitution: Owing to continued absence from 
home I have had no time to reply to’a series of at- 
tacks made on my private and political character, 
that have appeared in your columns, over the sig- 
nature of T. H. Baker, andan anonymous writer 
signed ‘‘Truth,’’ which, if I mistake not, eminated 
from the same source, judging by its prolixity and 
general character and style. . 

Life would be a perpetual flea-hunt, according to 
H. W. Beechei, if a public man undertook to trace 
up all the falsehoods, slanders and inveracities that 
are started to injure men in public life, and I ordi- 
narily allow such things to wear themselves out, 
and react, as they will, in time, upon the slanderers 
who start them, but in this case 1 think Dr. Baker 
needs alittle attention thathe may not impose 
himself upon the members of the Georgia legis- 
lature, and de.eive outsiders and all honest men, 
as he has _ deceived and betrayed the 
independents of the seventh congressional dis- 
strict. With your kind permission I will, in 
this article respectfully insist that you notice the

Dr. Bakerelso asserts that I attacked Genera! 
Wofford’s loyalty to the democratic party and sla:- 
dered him. He forgets that General Wofford at- 
tacked me in’print and in. person to show I was a 
member of the republicanparty,and in replytowhich 
I proved that Generel Wofford wasip y sympa 
thy with me upto February 28th, £2, on which 
day General Wofford wrote me, ‘'that Yr reply to 
Smiih was opportune, and well pnt. Th newspa- 
pers are tryiug to make an issue with you, Naiming 
that the party as organized, agree with us.”’

Before I left for Washington in November he 
applied to me for twenty-seven dollars to ‘‘meet 
this Lill or finfsh ifs payment,’’ which I again paid 
for the same reason. 

On Jannary 5th, 1879, Jeff Long wrote to me that 
Baker refused to pay him a balance of twenty. dol- 
lars still due him. I wrote to Doctor Baker, and 
enclosed auother twe.ity dollars to settle it again 
(1 hold a copy of the letter), and in May afterwards 
rpovior Baker drew on me for one hundred. dollars 
to pay “poor whites and colored,’’ that he said he 
owed, and of whose whereabouts 1 know no more 
ofto-day than | knew at that time, and i then 
knew nvothing—absolutely. 

In August, 1882—this year—I received the follow- 
ing from Doctor Baker himself: 

(Copy). 

August 5, 1882.—Dr, W. H. 
‘Felton—My dear. sir:. Your favor calling 
my attention to an interview and an item in 
the Atlanta CONSTITUTION of recent date in regard 
to Jeff Long, of Macon, and a twenty dollar balance 
which he claims you owe him, has been receiyéd 
and contents noted. In regard to that Jeff Long 
canvass of four years ago, in this congressional dis; 
tarict, [have thistosay: Myself and Aaron Mid- 
dlebrooks employed Jeff Long to come into this 
district and make three speeches, one in 
Rome, One in Dalton and one in this place for you 
for congress. Land Middlebrooks made the trade 
with Long without any consultation with you, 
without your knowledge, approval or consent, and 
I paid him what he charged, $50. I paid him be 
fore he made the speeches. The opposiig side 
were empieving colored speakers and orators in the 
field unc on the stump for their side, and I thought 
I had @perfect righi to employ a colored politician 
or stump speaker to speak to the colored voters on 
the other side, that .I was advocating. I am

FACTS ABOUT THE CULTURE OF 
GERMAN CARP. 


The United States Fish Commiesion Ready to Give 
Georgia Her Quota—Commissioner Henderson's 
Views—Some Hemarkable Fish—Hcow 
to Make the Spawn Grow. 


‘You will please publish,’ said Commis 
sioner Henderson yesterday’ ‘“‘that I have 
been notified by Professor Baird, the head of 
the fish commission in Washington, that he 
is now ready to furnish Georgia her supply of 
carp.”’ is 

‘““‘Will you have enough to go around?’ 

‘I think so.. We carried over from last sea- 
son four hundred and eighty applications. 
We have had about 100 applications added 
since. I’m satisfied that we can furnish enough 
carp to fill these orders. Those who apply 
herea‘ter will be supplied next year unless we 
should bave a surplus beyond our present de- 
mand, in which event I will distribute the 
first orders that come.”’ : 

“Will the fish be distributed from this 
point?’ | 

“I think so. I don’t think the government 
can afford tosend men with separate orders 
and Georgia’s quota will probably be sent 
here and distributed throughout the state.”’ 

‘Has the successs of the carp been une 
quivocal ?”’ 

‘Beyond all expectation. There is only 
one difficulty with any of the ponds, and 
that is that the spawn- does not 
hatch. Thisisthe casein gnlya few locali- 
tiesand is the faultof the man who builds 
the pond, and not of the fish. It isnecessary, 
above all things, that the carp should have 
shallow wateron which*thesun shines to 
spawn in. The sNghtest chill in the water 
will destroy the eggs. They have been known 
to spawn and the spawn to hatch in the es- 
cape water from the boiler of an engine which 
was of a milk warm heat, Having the water 
shallow and warm, it is necessary that the 
bottom should be well covered with plants 
and roots. This; is essential to successful 
spawning, asthe fish spawn in the roots. 
The ammonia in the roots is necessary to their 
health. 

CROPPING THE POND, 

In Germany, where the raising 
of carp is a business, the 
ponds are alternated with crops of rye or 
wheat every two or three years. <A pond is 
drawn off and wheat is sown into the rich 
bottom. After a crop or two is gathered the 
water is poured back, the carp replaced on 
this bottom that is full of vegetable matter, 
and the alternate pond planted in a grain 
crop. If these two essentials are regarded, 
there is no reason why every man who tries 
the experiment should not have more carp in 
a year or two than he can handle. My faith 
in the matter 1s so strong that I am going to 
establish very extensive ponds this year my- 
self as an investment, and plant ¢arp alone in 
all of them.” 

Itis held by Mr. Hayward, of tlris city, 
who has the most successful carp pond in 
this section, and who has studied their habits

Frogs’ Legs Not Fresh Fish. 

Wassinoton, October 31.~An important 
question which arose under the treaty 
of Washington and our protective tariff has 
been settled by the treasury department. It 
has been decided that frogs’ legs are ‘not 
“fresh fish for immediate cousumption.” 
Large quantities of frogs’ legs are taken in 
Canadaand shipped across the border for con- 
sumption in New York and elsewhere. The 
treaty of Washington provided that fish should 
be taken across the line free of duty. The 
treasury department some time ago decided 
that frogs’ legs were not fish, as provided f 
by this treaty, and the importers of the del 
cacy then soughtto have the frogs’ legsa 
mitted free of duty under that li 
of the tariff laws which places fu 
on the free list ‘ fresh fish for immediate con- 
Now the department decides 
more: fish under the

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This shows us that the gold certificates have 


per cent of allthe payments, and the gold 
has declined from about 29'4 per cent to 84 
per cent of the payments. Soitis evident 
from results already obtained, as well as from 
the nature of the case, that as soon as the cer- 
tificates become abundant enough, gold will 
be no longer used for paying revenues. And 
so it will bein every other branch of business. 
The yellow coins will soon become as unfamil- 
lar in the country as they were before resump- 
tion took place. This fact is of course one of 
no consequence, as the people will have in its 
stead an acknowledgment by the government 
that the sum represented consists of gold in 
the treastry vaults that can be had on de- 
mand. 

The act authorizing the issue‘of gold certif- 
icates permits the secretary of the treasury 
to put them out until his fund for the re- 
demption of greenbacks falls to one hundred 
millions of dollars. If Secretary Folger fully 
and promptly executes the law,.the country 
will feel a sensible relief, although there will 
be no actual increase of the circulation. The 
law will however put into active circulation 
much that has remained dormant and una- 
aidable. The certificates will used in 
cases where the coin would not have been, 
and the relief will come in such a way that 
even the capitalists who find both delight and 
profit in squeezing the country cannot com- 
plain. The certificates represent actual gold 
in the treasury, and no one can reasonably 
ask for anything better.

DEATH OF DR. WM. L. MITCHELL. 

A telegram from Athens last night announced 
the death of Colonel William L. Mitchell, LL. D., 
one of the oldest and most respected citizens oi 
that city. 

He was about seventy-five years of age, and until 
a few days ago was in his usual state of health 
About a fortnight ago, he went to Washington city 
to attend the supreme council of the Free Masons, 
and on his return contracted acold which rapidly 
developed intvu pneumonia. He was seriously sick 
since last Saturday, aud last night he breathed his 


last. 

For many long years he was one of the foremost 
lawyers of the state,and probably no follower of 
that professson ever loved it more devotedly than 
he. Ever since the warhe has been professor of 
law in the State university, and many of the more 
prominent lawyers of middle age and youth in the 
state bear the impress of the thorough and accurate 
training they received at his hands 

He was also a trustee of the university, and sec- 
retary and treasurer of the board. The university 
in particular, and education in general, 
had no warmer friend than 
and he allowed opportunity

the welfare and prosperity of an institution he so 
dearly loved. 

Before the war he was superiatendenut of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, and his acuteness 
of intellect aud ready adaptability to the duties of 
whatever position he was called upon to fill, mani- 
fested themselvesin his successful administration 
of this public property, 

Dr. Mitchel] was a mari of strong convictions and 
fearless action. At’an early age he connected 
himself with the Presbyterian church, and through 
his more than three score und ten years, he led a 
life of Christian virtue and excelience. Conscien- 
tious to the last degree, firm in his convictions of 
duty and unwavering in his discharge thereof, he 
elicted the admiration and respect of all who knew 
him.

OCTOBER 31, 1882. 


A ORR 
Franklin vs State Murder, from Bibb. Crim- 
inal law. Evidence. Practice in superior 
court, Witness. ; 

Jackson, C. J.—1. On the trial of a defend- 
ant for murder, the throat of the deceased 
having been cut and the character of the 
wound being important to elucidate the issue, 
a photograph of the wound was admissible in 
evidence. 1 Bish. Crim. Proc. 1097; Whar- 
ton's Crim. Ev. 544 and citations. 

2 Where it was sought toconnect a defend- 
ant with a homicide by reason of his posses- 
sion of articles of apparel belonging to the 
deceased, a statement ofthe deceased made be- 
fore his death, to theeffect that the shoes 
and socks taken from defendant's feet be- 
longed to him was admissible, it having been 
made in the presence of defendant and not 
denied by him. Moye vs State, Feb. term, 
1351. 

3. That shoes and socks were taken from 
the feet of a defendant after his arrest or that 
he was told to take them off by the police of- 
ficers, and did so without any objection be- 
ing made by bim, does not render evidence 
identifying such property inadmissible, it be- 
ing otherwise competent. 1 Gr. Ey. 34; 
Bish. Crim. Proc. 210, 211. 

(a). Thiscase differs from Day vs State, 65 Ga. 
667. 

4. Such articles of apparel were admissible 
in evidence; and so also were bvots, found at 
the scene of crime and corresponding in de- 
scription to boots which had been worn by 
the defendant. 56 Ga,, 114; Moon vs. State, 
February Term, 1882. 

(a). A knife,shown to have been in defend. 
ant’s possession a day or two after the throat 
of decease@ was cut and then presenting 
traces of blood, was admissible in evidence. 

5. While, as a general rule, a case should 
not be re-opened at the instance of the state 
after the witnesses forthe defendant have 
been dischargel, at least without opportunity 
to send for them; still where no witnesses 
were examined forthe defendant except on 
the subject of good character and for purposes 
of impeachment, and he did not show the 
Presiding judge that the discharged witnesses 
would testify so as to affect the point to which 
the new witnesses were called, we cannot say 
that the judge abused his discretion in allow- 
ing the solicitor general to re-open the exam- 
nation and introduce new testimony. 

6. Where the testimony introduced by a 
defendant related solely to his character and 
to the impeachment of witnesses for the state. 
and the judge called the attention of the jury 
to such testimony, he thereby called atten- 
tion the proof of good character. 

(a). If a more specific charge on that point 
was deemed necessary by counsel for de- 
endant, they should have called the atten- 
tion of the court to such omission. 20 Ga., 
73° 26 Ga... 3B. 

7. Where statements of the person killed were 
made before his death in the presence of de- 
fendant and not denied by him, to the effect 
that shoes and socks found on the latter be- 
longed to him, and the court in admitting 
this evidence. stated that he did not admit it 
forthe purpose of identifying the property 
but as statements made in the presence of the 
prisoner, this was neither an expression of 
opinion by the judge, nor did it necessitate a 
charge on that subject. 

8. Circumstantial evidence proves certain 
facts which sustain by their consisteney a hy- 
pothesis claimed. Code 4.3748. 

9. A ground of error which contains nu 
merous items or points, but specefies no one 
as erroneous, is too geveral, and will not be 
considered unless all the items are erroneous. 
60 Ga. 82. | 

(a) We find no error in this ground. 

10. Though a witness be impeached as to 
general character, vet if corroborated in a 
material point, he may be believed; and if 
impeached by one witness as to character and 
sustained by another, it is tor thejury to pass 
upon the credit due him. Code 773874-35875; 
Williams vs. State (present term). 

11. A ground of a motion for new trial that 
the entire charge is vague, argumentative and 
does not present the law of the case, without 
specifying any errors, is too general. 

12. The verdiet is supported by the evi 
‘ence.

Crawford, J.—1. Where a defendant was 

indicted under the nameof Doc Wilson, a 

plea of misnomer to the effect that such was 

not his name nor had ever been, but that his 

name was and had always been Harrison. L. 

Wilson, was fatally defective in not alleging 

that the defendant had never been known or 

called by any other name. An indictment 
which describes the defendant by the name 
by which he is generally or commonly known 
is sufficient. 65 Ga. 150; 1 Bish. Crim. Proc. 

186; 60 Ga. 656, 

2, While the better and more general _ prac- 
tice istokeep all the minutes together in 
one book, yet if the clerk keep the minutes 
of civil proceedings in one book and of crim- 
inal proceedings in another, the verity or 
legal eifect of the latter is not thereby de 
stroyed. 

(a). Minutes should be signed by the 
court, but are not invalid for want ofa sig- 
nature unless repudiated by the court. 

(b). In the present case the court did not 
repudiate the criminal minutes, but approv- 
ed and signed them, and having found, 
against the p!ea of pendency of a former in- 
dictment at the time of the return of that

13. Where it is sought to justify a homicide 
on the ground of self defense or defense of 
habitation or property, 74330 of the code 
must be construed together with 74332 and 
24333 according to ‘the facts of the case, 
whether affecting perscn, property or family.

14. Where the general charge covers the 
law of a case substantially, if more specific 
instructions On anv given point is desired, 
written instructions should be made. 

(a). A saloon where persons are -invited to 
eomeand drink isa public place, and one 
who resorts to such a place for that purpose 
has equal rights there as to that business with 
the vendor for the time being. 

15. The 17th and 1&th grounds are covered 
by the principles already ruled. 

16. The 19th ground is disposed of by the 
13th head note above. 

17. There was noerror in the rulings set 
out in the 20th and 2ist grounds of the mo- 
tion for new trial. The charge was clear, fair 
and impartial. 

is. Where a pure question of fact was. sub- 
mitted to the court, and there was no request 
by counsel to be heard, it will not require a 
new trial that the court rendered his de- 
cision without hearing argument. 

19. Errors should be specified. Taking the 
entire instructions of the court on the subject 
of the credibility of witnesses together, they 
were not erroneous. 

20. A prisoner’s statemont is not under 
oath, nor is he supvject to cross-examination 
without his consent; the jury may give to the 
statement such force and weight as they 
may see proper. 

21. While it is the duty of the court to 
charge on points made in the argument to the 
jury, growing out of the case and authorized 
by the testimony, yet his failure to do so will 
not require a new trial unless at the time of 
the charge counse! recall the points to his 
mind. 20 Ga. 523; 26 2d. 380. 

22. The verdict was supported by the eyi- 
dence.

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IN THE COLLISION. 


What Dr. Raines Saw When the Two Tennessce 
Road Trains Went Together. 

‘‘We stopped rather suddenly,”’ said Doctor 
Raines, ‘‘when the two ‘trains met on the 
track just this side of Rome yesterday. For 
my part, I went feet foremost under the seat 
that was just in front of where I was sitting. 
The most singular thing that I witnessed was 
done just acrdss the aisle from me. There 
were two men, sitting one direcily behind 
the other, and in front of them was an unoc- 
cupied seat. When the engines struck the 
man in front turned’a complete somersault 
and lit in the vacant seat just exactly as he 
satin the other seat. The other man per- 
formed exactly the same feat and lit in the 
seat lately occupied by his neighbor.” 

“When I had been taken out from under 
my seat I went out,’’ continued Dr. Raines, 
“and the spectacle that met my- gaze was 
most heartrending. I saw a man who had 
fallen off the engine and proceeded to where 
he was. I found him to be the fireman. One 
of his legs was torn off, and one of his arms 
was hanging by a little strip of mashed and 
bruised flesh. I had my pocket case of in- 
struments with meand cut the arm off.’ When 
I went up to where he was he was covered 
with steam, and asked those who reached 
him first for God’s sake to take him 
out of the steam, that he was being 
scalded to death. He lived only about an 
hour and died. His death was most horrible. 
George Garvin, the engineer whose leg was 
broken, was carried to Rome. I brought 
him to Atlanta to-day, and he was taken to 
hishome on Decatur street. He is doing 
very well.’
